the Commiſſioners of Supply, or any five of them, upon Ap- 
plication from the Presbyrery, ſhall have Power to ſettle a 
School, and modify a Salary to the School-maſter, as aforeſaid. 
That, notwithſtanding of the above quoted, and other Acts of 
Parliament, as well as ſeveral Acts of the Privy Council of 
Scotland, to the ſame Purpoſe, the Society in Scotland for pro- 

gating Chriſtian Knowledge, are ſorry to find, that in no 
leis than 175 Pariſhes, within the Bounds of 39 Presbyteries, 
where the Society's Schools are erected, Parochial Schools are 
not yet erected, and of theſe Pariſhes the Society have given 
in a Liſt, founded on the Information of the Presbyteries in 
which the Pariſhes ly. The Society are extremely ſenfible, 
that it would be improper for them to poiut out to the Aſſem- 
bly the fatal Conſequences of this Neglect; theſe muſt occur 
to every Perſon who conſiders of how much Conſequenge it is 
to train up the Youth of this, or of any Country, in Learning 
and Chriſtian Knowledge. The Society are alſo unwilling to 
ſuggeſt to the Aſſembly, to what Cauſes, at leaſt in- ſome 
Places, this Neglect may be owing. They are ſorry to ſay, 
that thoſe for whoſe Benefit this falutary Regulation was prin- 
cipally deſighed, are not always fo ready and willing as they 
ought to be, to carry it into Execution, although the Burden it 
lays upon them is ſo extremely ſmall, as to bear no Proportion 
to the Benefit derived from it. The Society have dane every 
Thing in their Power to have this Neglect remedied ; ſo far as 
their Influence has reached, they have excited all concerned to 
comply with fo reaſonable a Demand; they have done more, 
they have threatened to withdraw their Charity Schools from 
| thoſe Pariſhes who neglect or refuſe to provide Parochial ones; 
they have paſſed an Act to that Purpoſe, and have notified the 
ſame to every Presbytery where their Schools ly. It was never 
ſarely the Intention of the Donors, nor of the Society for pro- 
pagating Chriſtian Knowledge, to ſubſtitute their Charity 
chools in Place of Parochial Schools, which are by Law ap- 
pointed to be eſtabliſhed through the whole Country. It will 
eaſily occur to the Aſſembly, that there is Work enough for 
both. As it is but too certain, that in many Places the Here- 
tors are backward in raiſing and eſtabliſhing Parochial Schools ; 
and as by the Acts already quoted in every Caſe when that hap- 
pens, the Remedy is by an Application rom the Presbytery to

And likeways, the General Aſſembly fully impowers their ſaid 
Commiſſioners, or their Qyorum abovementioned, to cognoſce = 
and finally determine, as they ſhall ſee Cauſe, in every Matter 
referred, or that ſhall be referred to them, by any Act or Order 
of this Aſſembly, and to do every Thing contained in, and con- 
form to the Inſtructions given, or to be given by this Aſſembly; 
and to advert to the Intereſt of the Church on every Occaſion, 
that the Church, and preſent Eſtabliſhment thereof, do not 
ſuffer or ſuſtain any Prejudice which they can prevent, as they 
will be anſwerable: Providing always, that this general Clauſe 
be not extended to particular Affairs, or Proceſſes before Sy- 
nods or Presbyteries, that are not of univerſal Concern to, or 
Influence upon the whole Church. And it is hereby appoint- 
ed, that no private Proceſſes be determined, except at the four 
ſtated Diets; and what ſhall be determined at one Diet of the 
Commiſſion, with relation to private Cauſes, ſhall be unalter- 
able by any other Diet thereof, and ſhall ſtand and continue 
in Force till diſapproven by the General Aſſembly. And the 
General Aſſembly renews the Inſtructions given by the General 
Aſſembly in the Year One thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeven- 
teen, to their Commiſſion, and appoints the ſame to ſtand in 
full Force, as Inſtructions to the Commiſſioners before named, 
and to be obſeryed by them in all Points, as if the ſame were 
ſpecially here inſert; and that they enquire into the publiſhing 
and ſpreading of Books and Pamphlets, tending towards the 
promoting of Opinions of whatever Kind, inconſiſtent with 
our Confeſſion of Faith; and that the Recommenders of ſuch 
Books or Pamphlets, or the Errors therein contained, whether 
by Word, Writ, or Print, be called before the ſaid Commiſſi- 
on to anſwer for the ſame. And further, the ſaid Commiſſion 
is hereby impowered to receive any References and A peals 
that ſhall be made to them from Synods, in Matters of Doc- 
trine, and ripen ſuch Affairs for the General Aſſembly ; and to 
contribute what they can to the ſuppreſſing of Vice and Immo- 
rality, and give all needful Advice and Aſſiſtance to Synods 
and Presbyteries, upon Application to them for that End: Like- . 
ways to take Care, that the Impreſſions of the Holy Scriptures, 
the Confeſſion of Faith, and Catechiſms, and ſuch Books as are 
authoriſed by this Church, relating to the Doctrine, Worſhip, 
Diſcipline and Government thereof, be correct; and give Di- 
rections about printing the ſame. And the faid Commiſſion 
are appointed and impowered, to keep a Correſpondence with 
the Committee for Reformation of the Highlands and Iſlands, 
for ſuppreſſing Popery and Superſtition, and for promoting 
the Knowledge of true Religion, and carrying on a Reformati-

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on in theſe Parts, and give Aſſiſtance and Concurrence thetein; 
and, if Need be, to apply to the Government for a proper Re- 
medy and ſpeedy Redreſs. And the ſaid Commiſſioners are 
hereby ſtrictly prohibited and diſcharged to meddle in any o- 
ther Matters than what are committed and referred to them, as 
above mentioned: And, in all their Actings, they are to pro- 
ceed according to the Acts and Conſtitution of this Church, 
and to do nothing contrary thereto, or to the Prejudice of the 
ſame; declaring, that in and for all their Actings, they ſhall be 
accountable to, and cenſurable by the next General Aſſembly, 
as they ſhall ſee Cauſe. And this Commiſſion is to continue 
and endure until another Commiſſion be appointed; and Mem- 
bers are required to attend the Diets of the ſaid Commiſſion, 
and Abſents therefrom are ordered to be noticed, according to 
the 17th Act of the General Aſſembly held in the Year One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ſix. And for the better ſecuring 
of a Quorum, and Attendance of Members on the Commiſſion, 
the General Aſſembly prohibits the Presbytery of Edinburgh, 
or any other Presbytery within twelve Miles thereof, to meet 
on any of the Days or Weeks appointed for the Meetings of 
this Commiſſion ; and ſuch of the Members of theſe Presbyteries 
as are on the Commiſſion, are required, ail of them, to give 
Attendance on the Diets thereof ; and the Presbyteries at a 
reater Diſtance, who have four or more Members on the 
3 are to take Care that at leaſt two of them attend 
each Diet of the ſame: And the Aſſembly appoint their Com- 
miſſion, at their firſt Meeting, to diſcuſs as many of the Cauſes 
and Queſtions relative to the Settlement of vacant Churches, 
which are or ſhall] be referied to them by the Aſſembly, as 
they can overtake. And it is further provided, that when any 
Presbytery or Synod of this Church ſhall decline to comply with 
the Sentences of the Commiſſion, or to give the ſame a full 
Execution, in that Caſe the Commiſſion is hereby prohibited 
to execute the ſame, by. appointing any ſuch correſpondent 
Meetings, as has been ſometimes the Practice; but ſhall allow 
the ſame to ly over to the enſuing Aſſembly, to which ſuch 
Presbyteries or Synods ſhall be anſwerable for ſuch their Con- 
duct, and are hereby appointed to ſend up with their Com- 
miſſioners their Reaſons tor the ſame. And the Aſſembly 
doth further impower and direct the ſaid Commiſſion, to 
make due Application to the King and Parliament, for Redreſs 
of the Grievance of Patronage, in caſe a favourable Opportuni- 
ty for ſo doing ſhall occur during the Subliſtence of this Com- 
miſſion. And the General Aſſembly do enjoin their Commiſſi-
